"WIRELESS EXPLORATION". 


Exploring the earth to discover the 


position of mineral ores is the latest 
use to which wireless -telegraphy has 
been put. For the exploring appa- 
ratus with which experiments have 
been made by Dr. Lowry of 'Gottin- 
gen, three holes. In line, are bored in 
the ground to a depth of about 300 
feet, or in some cases there are four 
holes, ono at each corner of a square- 
piece of ground, which may be as 
large as a thousand' square miles. 
Wireless antennae are placed in the 
holes; each antenna being about'250 
feet in height. By measuring the rel- 
ative intensities of signals at one an- 
tenna sent from the others through 
the earth the position of any mineral 
deposits can be estimated. In exam- 
ining a large tract of land for mineral 
ore the work of prospectors would be 
greatly facilitated and much short 
ensd by the use of the new metho ' 
The wireless "diviner" has alren^ 
been put to practical use in so- 
Sllesian lead mines.

Lower"CaIifornia, "combined with alternar 
tibns. of long-continued 'droughts: and

"Cactuses of -many kinds abound, vary- 


ing from giants standing with massive 
fluted trunks 'fifty-to sixty feet tall to

weak tp hold themselves upright.

fruit of many of. thesex castuses is edible 
and much sought for .. by 
birds - and 


mammals. 
They were once one of the 


main' crops of the Indians who lived In 
this arid region. The cactus forests.often 
form thorny jungles through which it is 
impossible to pass.

Isdictlpn of 
the auspices of the State Fish and Game 
Commissioners three years ago, It has 
since assumed Important proportions in 
the matter of experiment with the raising^ 
of same, such as the pheasant, by the 
farmers of the state for the market and 
the stocking 'of the woods of .the coun- 
try with such game as the wild turkey. 


A visit to the farm, which Is located 


on the Mt. Eden road about two and one- 
half miles south of Hayward, during* the 
past week, and Inspection of the work 
being done there under the direction, of 
J. A. Argabrlte, superintendent • of ( the 
farm, brought ^o light .many, interesting 
facts In connection with the enterprise. 
! 


ORIGIN OF THE FARM. 


The proposition of establishing a farm 


to serve as an experimental station, as It 
were, in the raising of .game, was first 
brought up a trifle more than three years 
ago by former .Fish and Game Cominls? 
sioner Frederick 
Van Sloklen of Ala- 


meda. He was familiar .with the game 
preserves of Europe, particularly with 
those of England 
and Scotland, where 


practically 
every 
land-holder 
raises 


pheasant, grouse and similar game to, 
stock his preserve for hunting, and to 
liberate throughout the country. 
. The 


game also has a noteworthy market val- 
ue, Tvhich Is Increasing public demand 
on the part of great hotels and clubs of 
the cities is constantly augmenting. This 
demand is easily met in the countries of 
Europe, where shooting over landed'es- 
tates 
Is one of the favorite forms of 


sport. 


But* in this country shooting is becom- 


ing daily more difficult with the rapid 
extermination of game. The government 
biological survey has just recently ex- 
pressed the opinion that the grouse is 
doomed to become' extinct; in fact, is 
practically exterminated at the present 
time. 
The same fate seems to , be In 


store for the quail, and is largely -the 
ct>.se with the wild turkey of the eastern 
and southern states. 
As a result, the 


necessity of breeding the game in estab- 
lishments such as this farm, re-stocking 
the woods and forests, and protecting 
'.t by stringent game laws until it be- 
comes 
firmly established and self-de- 


p'endent and existent again, Is becomr 
ins dally more Imperative. 


CHOOSES SUPERINTENDENT, 


•All this Van Sicklen had in mind when 


he used his efforts among his colleagues 
a'pon the commission and succeeded In 
Inducing them and the state., to furnish 
funds sufficient to establish the work. 
Then came the problem of getting some 
one of experience to take charge of the 
practical side of the 
^ work, and Arga- 


brite, thft present-' superintendent, was 
the man selected. He had for some time 
been raising the pheasant on hia own ac- 
count in .the southern, part of the statte, 
particularly In Ventura county, where a 
number of farmers have from timo to 
time taken up the raising of this bird of 
Asiatic origin. It can only be sold on 
the market under the existing game laws 
on a permit from the commission,, and 
after ,many requests had come in from 
time to. time from Argabrite the commis- 
sion arrived at the conclusion that a man 
so successful in raising the bird on his 
own account would be just the man for 
the head .of the farm. 


In the latter part of 1908 and the first 


few months of 1909 the farm' proposition 
was worked up, and in the summer of the 
latter year the flrst results of the ex- 
periment were seen. For the farm a piece 
Of land forty-two acres in extent was 
leased, and beginning with a few pheas- 
ant, which Argabrite brought with him 
from 
the 
south, breeding was begun. 


Thirty male and female pheasant was the 
nurrtber started with, and from that num- 
ber the first year nearly a thousand were 
raised. 
These were at once distributed 


about the country, on request from farm- 
ers and bird fanciers, and in that way 
the work has gone on from year to year. 


ARGABRITE EXPLAINS AIMS. 


"What we are trying to do here," said 


Superintendent Argabrite, "is to popular- 
'.ze among the farmers and public in gen- 
eral the raising of the pheasant. It's a 
business which pays far better at the 
present time- than the chicken business, 
•inly people don't seem to know about it'. 
And the birds are no harder to raise than 
turkeys, so that that is not a big ob- 
jection, as many seem to think. At the' 
present time the birds bring for the com- 
mon varieties $2.50 piece for table use, 
and the fancier species fetch even more.. 
As each hon will lay from fifty to sixty 
eggs in the laying season from April to 


"y August, and SO per cent of these eggs 


are Jertlle, you can. see how the business 
:an be made to pay. 


"Take a neighbor of ours near here. 


Last year we gave her eight old birds, a 
nale and .sevon hens. This year she,has 
EDO young, which at the present market 
price is $500. 
She couldn't begin to do 


hat well with her chickens'." 


HOW TO START OUT. 


At once the question. arises to those 


Interested In the raising of game, how 
th« start can be made and what labor is 
necessairy to attain such successful xe- 


sults. To that question the superintend- 
ent said: "We raise these pheasant'liere 
only to give away to 'those who ask for 
them. We put none on The market for 
sale. The proper method to..use to ;get a 
start In the pheasant-raising business,.is 
to write to the Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners in San Francisco, say that you 
want to get a brace'of pheasant i:o start 
breeding, and in' return you will get an 
order for the brace, which We out here at 
the farm will fill by the delivery .of the 
birds. 


"As far as raising them is concerned, 


the birds are just as well suited-to rais- 
ing in the city as chickens. All you need 
Is a srrra.Il pen and if you pinion your 
birds, that is, cut off one of their wings 
at the'first joint, it isn't even., necessary 
to have a wire across the top of the pen. 
With a brace of old birds you can raise 
quite a likely brood in one yenr, pro- 
vided, of course, that you keep your heri 
laying,. and set the .eggs'-under the or- 
dinary hen. of chicken variety. Otherwise 
the hen-pheasant -will, lay about fifteen 
eggs and then want to set. -Then , when 
you get your brood raised up .to the mar- 
ketable size, the thing to do is to sell 
them and start over again, taking care 
not to Interbreed too much. 


VERMIN THE ONE TROUBLE. 


"In the matter of feed, there is no par- 


ticular 
difficulty, 
although the 
birds 


should be fed three times a day and care 
should be taken to see that "they have 
just the right-amount of food. It won't, 
do to throw out a lot of feed, more than 
the birds can eat, and have, the surplus 
lay on the ground and sour for them to 
eat the' next time. It is also 'well to 
have plenty of green stuff for them. The 
one real trouble comes from. lice. That 
Is absolutely fatal to your bird, and 'tho 
one great care must be to keep the'pheas- 
ant perfectly free from this pest. 
This 


we do here by examining a certain num- 
ber of the birds each day, .and if they 
show the least sign of the lice, then our 
troubles begin, .for we must then tako 
them one by one and dust them, - as * well 
as put -a 
liquid on their heads and 


•throats. : This has to be done once in 
every eight days until the vermin are

In Southern California 
many farmers and -people in cities and* 
towns have taken up the,-cultivation of 
the bird, and have 'Uniformly met with 
success where they have guarded against 
tha one .pest, the lice. ."I get. complaints 
now and then," said 
Argabrite, "that 


some man's birds- are eick, (but when 
asked if they are infested with the vermin 
the 'denial comes back instantly. 
So I 


go to see the birds and ,1 never find but 
the one thing the matter, so all I can:do 
is to. urge that' people take care,! \ITlwT 
same conditions prevail up here in'! this 
part of the state, increased demand.; for 
pairs to breed from. 6ut this "way-es- 
pecially w.e are putting" out the.pheasant 
constantly and .expect that -of the 1000 
young we-have on hand now we will .have 
very few. if any left. In addition to the 
pairs, we-are putting, out to individuals 
we recently sent about 200'up into Hum- 
boldt county, where' theyjj were liberated, 
and will be allowed to gii-ow wild. 
For 


that purpose''we generally,,](ise the English 
ring-neck bird, the comriaon.' variety; in 
England, although originailly from Asia, 
like all the rest. 
' 


"We have six other varieties here at 


the farm, though, the Golden, Silver, Am- 
herst, > Reeves, Hungarian and ^ Swinhoe. 
TheiEnglish bird is the one whfch brings 
52.50 when,sold In the market, while the 
others, the fancy variety, will sell: for 
even more. , As foV the eggs, they are 
not "worth anything, except .for propagat- 
ing, when they bring 25 cents a piece. 


ALSO RAISE TURKEY. 


"Speaking of putting out the .birds to 


become wild," continued the .-. superinten- 
dent, "we also raise another bird. here 
exclusively for that .purpose, the. turkey. 
We" have about a thousand of. them, of the 
Mirf^can variety, of which: abPut 750 were 
.raised, this year. That ,750 were raised, 
too, from twenty-two hens,, which breaks 
all records for - progeny, 'so" I am told by, 
Dr. Palmer of the Biological Survey. Of 
these'birds this year we have already 
taken 150 up. to the Sequoia, National 
Park near Visalia, .where they were set 
at liberty. 


"You might think that . these 
birds, 


raised in captivity, would be,. killed by 
the coyotes and other wild animaia tha* 
range the /woods and. forests there, but, 
they aren't. When they are first taken 
up, they ape watched by Major-Hughes, 
who is costodian of the reserve, and who 
sees that they roost in the tree§ at night. 
But it's in the nature of the fowl to do 
that, anyway, so they aren't up there two 
weeks fafefore they art" "so wild that yoii 
can't cejpae anywhere • 3iftar. them except 
on the wdndward side. And they are riot 
easily exterminated, for they c*a oalr' 


be brought: down -with a< rifle, one at a 
time, and In the meantime the rest of 
the flock flies off. We -heard from this 
recently-sent-^up flock only the other day, 
and Hughes wrote .that at .the end of -ten 
days the birds were as wild as the natural 
wild ones, and that, he had seen as many 
as seventyTflve young and.old.running to- 
gether- there In a flock. 


"Besides the .Mexican birds we have 


;hree Virginian ones, captured by Jhe real, 
old-fashioned method -of -a rail pen, and 
so wild .that. you can not go anywhere 
near them without their raising an aw- 
ful fuss. 
The only difference between 


them and the Mexican turfiey .is that they 
are somewhat larger • and are a more 
gamey bird. : The Virginia' turkey is also 
called by some the American bird and Is 
the sort that you \ get wild in the . forests 
of the East, where turkey -shooting''. is 
one of the greatest of; sports. "-Here there 
is no open season for wild 'turkeys, though, 
but there probably will be when the 
country: gets . stocked up-a little more. 
There's one'.man up the State who has. 700 
•wild turkeys of ' his own,. raised from a 
small ; beginning, ana, when, that, sort of 
thing is followed .by a. few more, people, 
and the : turkeys and similar game spread 
out and around over'-the country, then 
the. necessity for game laws and open 
seasons will have to be met. 
, 
: 


The game farm is also raising quail, 


but only. .in. comparatively small quan- 
tities. 
There, are this year about . 200 


young only on the! farm, and these will 
be given-, away ' or turned loose like the 
rest of the game. Fewer requests, comp 
for the quail' than- the other birds, al- 
though they can be and are raised In 
pans by pinioning the bid ones. 
The 


young ones are allowed to go free, but 
while they range, over, the_:country in the 
day time they generally come bac<c to 
the pen to roost In this way one of the 
largest.: land-holders :of the county has 
raised: several hundred of .both .quail and 
pheasant within' .the last couple: of years. 


FARM DESERVES SUPPORT. 


Another object of Interest at the farm 


a. number of deer, but no effort is be- 
g made-to raise these, although there 
re at present three fawns two months 


old. The deer were the gift to the farm

for Marriages. 
\ 


KANSAS CITY, Sept. 2.—A UttH 


more than a year ago It was found 
that a ratio of one divorce suit to 
every four marriage 
licenses 
wa» 


maintained here. Now that ratio ha» 
gone to one divorce suit to three per- 
mits to wed. More than 600 divorca 
suits have been brought in Kansaa 
City since January 1, and in the sam« 
time 1900 marriage licenses have been 
issued. And more names of children 
from broken homes are on the records 
of the'Juvenile Court for the seven 
months this year than for the same 
months last year. 


Judge E. E. Porterfleld of the Ju- 
venile, Circuit and Criminal courts, 
makes this comment: 


"Instead of devoting so much tima 


to the question of more stringent di- 
vorce laws it. would be far better to 
make more stringent laws to govern 
marriages. Too many persons marry 
who should not. That's where tha 
trouble begins, and right 
there 
tha 
lawmakers must begin if they are to 
help conditions. You can't legislate 
divorces and broken homes out o£ 
existence as long as just anybody can 
get married, regardless of mental and 
physical defects. 


"There ought to be a commission 


to pa,ss on the mental and physical 
condition of applicants for marriags 
licenses, and on the earning capacity 
of the n^en. Men and women are get- 
ting married every day who are men- 
tally and physically incapaclated. 
I 
see it in the Juvenile court, In tho 
criminal courts,"on the streets—every- 
where. 
Worthless 
men 
who can't 
even support themselves marry. Some- 
thing- will have to be done or the peo- 
ple of this and other states will find 
themselves the keepers of a lot of de- 
generate children. 


"A man and woman should be re- 
quired to know each other at least 
six months before they are married. 
And the man should give evidence 
of asi earning: capacity and frugality 
that, by strict 'economy, would pro- 
vide for the necessaries of ^ife for 
two at least.. They should be without 
such diseases as would be bequeathed 
to children. 
There must be legisla- 
tion along- this line, and a practical, 
sensible, broad-minded application of. 
the law before conditions will be rem- 
edied."

AN FRANCISCO, Sept. 2.— 
I notice that your good man, 
Controller A. B. Nye, has com- 
pletely refuted President-Ben- 
jamin Ide Wheeler's statement 
that the States does noi! ade- 
quately provide for the State 
University at Berkeley. The 
Controller has proved by long 
strings of figures that the Pres- 
ident didn't know what he was 
talking about. In fact, the Re- 


gents and the Professors do not know what they'are 
talking about. It isfonly the good Controller Nye 
who really knows what he is talking about, and he 
has proved conclusively, by figures, that the univers- 
ity has been amply provided.for. 


Let us see, by using our eyes a bit, whether the 


contented figures from _ the good and. contented Nye 
are not lying their heads off. Let us see if it is "not 
the truth that,California has not done, and is not doing 
her honest part by the great University of California, 
Nye and his blessed figures to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 
- 


The great State of California originally built for 


tht university two buildings—South Hall of brick^and 
North Hall of wood. , That was in the days of"' Dr. 
Samuel Merritt and the firm of Powers & Ough/There 
was scandal over the buildiilg, but all are, I presume", 
gathered to their fathers. 


Having built two buildings, what did California 


do? She let A. K. P. Harmon build for the great State 
a gymnasium. She let another Oaklander, Mr. Bacon, 
build her a library. She did erect a hideous structure 
called, I believe, a college of mechanic arts—or someT 
thing of that/sort: She did put up a small-structure 
called a chemistry building—and some wooden shacks. 


Was that making a great university for a great 


State, Mr. Nye? Do your'figures make good here? 


The buildings were, being arranged with about as 


much regard for architectural and scenic beauty as the 
warts on a pickle. Did the great State of California 
arrange for a great an_d symmetrical plan for'her uni- 


' versify? If our;memory is not all askew ,she%did not, 
Mr. Nye, but left.the task to private benevolence—to 
Mrs. Hearst and the Benard plans. Your figures hard- 
ly fit that fact, do they, Mr. Nye ? 
And Now to Undo the State WorK 


Since we have plans, furnished by charity, it is 


necessary,to get rid'of much that'the great and'gen- 
erous State so gloriously provided. The rotting wood 
of North Plall must go as soon as possible. That hide- 
ous,. Mechanical Arts building—or whatever .its iscalled 
—will be removed. The chemistry building is already 
too small and is doomed. '. 


So of the old State structures the only one Califor- 


nia provided for the future is the South Hall—and" 
that is tolerated because .it is fairly safe, and is clus- 
tered about by vines'and'memories and traditions. 
' 


The Record of-Recent Years 


Since the Benard plans were provided by charity 


the^State has completed just one adequate building- 
California Hall. It is now completing another—the 
agricultural building/' Then there is a house for the 
President—that was a white elephant—a power plant, 
and that's all. Is -this adequate provision for a great 
university, Mr. Controller Nye? If you think so, you 
must look at life through squinting eyes. 


Against this showing of £he State we have the 


splendid Hearst 'mining building; the great Doe 
library; the Boalt memorial; the W. R. Hearst Greek, 
Theater—and now Mrs. Sather has had to provide 
even a gate. Outside the campus we read of ^earst' 
Hall, Stiles Hall and the like. In San Francisco' the 
art school was a private gift, not a public one.. 


Now, looking it,right in the face, California hasn't 


made much of ,a showing in the matter of university 
buildings, has. she, Mr. Nye?- Figures or no figures 
old top; it's raiher-pitiful, iisn't it? 
And on the Efficiency Side 


Then, too, let's take the testimony of ionic of those 


who know as to whether the State has provided money 
enough for the university. You know one George C. 
Pardee, do you not, Mr. Nye? I seemvto recall that 
he was your political creator. Well, on this subject he 
.said to the-writer when he,w>s Governor: 


"I sit in the Board of Regents and am forced to 


blush for my State." I quote his exact words as near- 
ly as time will permit them to linger in the memory. 
"Time and time again matters of seemingly vital im- 
portance come up. 'We-cannot find the money to at- 
tend to them. It simply isn't on hand. Then Mrs. 
Hearst sits down there in her quiet way, nods her head 
and says softly: T will.attend to that.' 'We are mak- 
ing our university depend on charity." 


"I really, cannot see how we could have managed at 


all if it had not been for Mrs. Hearst," said to me Re- 
gent Foster, then at the head of the the finance com- 
mittee. 


"I entertain the students of my department as 


often as I possibly can," said 'Professor' Morse Ste- 
phens. "But do my best, I cannot have each fresh- 
man at my house more than once during his year. By 
no method of human ingenuity can I come at so much 
as. a. knowledge Of. each ones name. The value of per- 
sonal contact—and we all know how valuable 'that is 
in teaching—is almost-entirely lost because we have so 
many students and so comparatively-few professors 
and instructors." 


•So you see,' Mr. Nye, the President of the univers- 


ity knew 'far more about his business than you did, 
with all ySur figures. And don't you think you would 
be doing the State a higher service by trying to get 
more money for the university than by trying to prove 
President Wheeler a liar by massing a lot of figures 
OTI a subject you knew little or nothing about? 
Calm Yourselves, Ladies!

The Curse of San Mated County 


The other day delegates from Santa Clara, San 


Francisco_and San Mateo''counties met to start a 
movement* to have some of the $18,000,000 road fund 
spent in making a broad highway "down the penin- 
sula." Aiid this brings to my mind the solution of the 
often-asked question; "Why.'is San Mateo county so 
backward?" 


It is one of the most beautifully situated counties 


in the State. It adjoins California's metropolis. Yet' 
it is sparsely populated and has no jump or ginger. 
Most of its roads are the highways of backwoods'com- 
niunities, and altogether its development is about as 
unsatisfactory as that of any county in the State. 


To be sure, it has been blessed with some of the 


finest crooks and cranks in office that ever cursed a 
commonwealth. But I believe I have solved the ques- 
tion why San Mateo is so backward. 


The cause is the pest, called the "road1 louse." 
I refer to the country hoodlums on wheels called 


constables. They are doing everything they can to 
keep people out of San Mateo county. In three notable 
instances that have come to my personal attention 
these 'human-pests have driven away men who wanted 
to invest at least $100,000' each.

maintain this whirlwind canvass to the end of the 
campaign. Any person having the temerity to even 
suggest a doubt as to the electors sustaining

present tension to the end of the canvass are placed 
in'the "idiot" class by the managers of this candidate 
for mayor. 


The campaign machine of James Rolph Jr. is being 


reorganized. Homer Boushey, who had charge of this 
candidate's personal headquarters,, ihas returned to 
commercial life in the office of Hind, RolpH & Co., 
after a brief encounter with the "push" in the political' 
arena.

Finally Straightened Out 


After much labor, running over a period of three or - 


four weeks, and even -including the treatment of 
political prima donnas for hysteria, the Rolph cam- 
paign committee has got the personal 'headquarters 
of that • candidate reorganifld and is in hope that it 
may be run in the future on other lines than ban- 
queting the self-constituted dilettante of the organi- 
zation and throwing gold coin to the birds, alias the 
bums of the campaign. It is estimated that under its 
previous control at -least $20,000 of the money con- 
tributed by the citizens to the Rolph campaign was 
thrown to the winds by reason of incompetent if not 
vicious management. 


The Rolph headquarters have now been placed

Watt Is Conference Godfather 


The Municipal Conference, by the way^ had its 


inception with Rolla V. Watt, the insurance man, who 
after rounding it up and placing his hall mark upon 
it, made a trip to Europe, from which tour he has re- 
cently returned. The original idea of" this aggrega- 
tion was to confine its efforts to naming a'candidate 
for mayor. The attempt to put over a> 'Spring, Valley 
Board of Supervisors was a. subsequent .development 
previously known only to the initiated few. 


The Republican County Committee, at another 


headquarters, is making a campaign,for a ticket with 
Rolph at its head but differing from the Democratic 
and Goo Goo tickets as to a half dozen names. While 
this organization ,is doing some work for the ticket as 
a whole its main effort is directed to the canvass 'of 
Ralph Hathorn, one of its members, for district attor- 
ney. Some of the County

Possibly 
the next figure in. importance in this machine is Alfred 
Greenebaum, a business man who' has furnished a 
chapter in the commercial history of San Francisco.

'Cessful at it. He did the same stunt for the Johnson 
campaign in this city, when in excess of $86,000 was 
expended. 


The Democrats of this city, whV also have Rolph- 


at the head of their ticket, may be termed a "one- 
man-army" with Gavin McNab in the saddle. In this 
campaign he has for lieutenants, Tim Reardon, chair- 
man of the County Committee; Justus Wardell, chair-

The efforts to smoke out some of the candidates 


for municipal office, on -the mayoralty question, have 
caused much amusement in political circles recently. 
These candidates have been indorsed by organizations 
having McCarthy at the head of their ticket for mayor 
and others with Rolph leading the ticket. 


The attempts to get some of these men on record 


at public meetings as to their choice for mayor have 
proved futile.

SULPHUROUS DEPTHS.

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Germany's Second Bismarck. 


Some of the European newspapers are speaking of Alfred Von 


Kiderlen-Waechter, head of the German war office, as a second Bis- 
marck. Perhaps; but he.has yet to prove that he is -worthy to be 
called a successor to the bold, able'and unscrupulous statesman who 
made Prussia the leading military power of continental, Europe and 
effected the .unification"of Germany, and the humiliation of both Aus- 
tria and France. 


Th« Europe of today is altogether different from what it was in 


Bismarck's time. Diplomacy has'changed very much 4nce Sedan, 
and the-methods that Bismarck made so effective cannot.be success- 
fully utilized now to any large extent. Germany found that out in the 
Morocco affair. When Prussia was breaking the power of Austria 
itid France, she had the sympathy of England and( Russia. 
But 


when German power began to dominate European politics and to 
cast a shadow over the prestige of every other European nation, the 
attitude of England and Russia changed. 


All Bismarck's successors followed his. example in bullying 


France, but Von Kiderlen-Waechter has carried the bullying to an 
extreme that has brought Germany into collision, with England. He 
lias run square against the thhig that has so often drenched Europe 
",n blood, broken alliances and revised maps and policies, "the bal- 
ance of power." Germany has become so powerful that her neigh- 
bors are under the necessity of combining against her for their own 
protection. 


England no longer fears France and-France'has long ceased' to 


compete with Great Britain for colonial .'empire. Their respective 
spheres of action have been defined and established, and there is no 
ground for conflict between -them. 


But Germany is menacing the colonial -empires of both England 


.and France. She is crowding France in Northern .Africa and press- 
ing on the British frontier in East Africa. 
By seizing Agadir in 


'Morocco she placed herself in a position to command British trade 
routes to Asia and Africa—through the Strait of Gibraltar on the 
east and the Atlantic route to the Cape of Good Hope on the west. 
!At the same time she .establishes a new Franco-German frontier in 
'Northern Africa. 


Hence England and France have united in a firm demand that 


Germany vacate Agadir. Germany expresses a willingness to va_- 
cate, but demands by way of compensation .a large slice of French 
territory in the Congo region. France is willing to concede only a 
small part of Germany's extravagant demands. The matter will be 
compromised in all probability, but Germany will get much less than 
?he desires. Von Kiderlen-Waechter has disclosed the fact that the 
seizure of Agadir was part of a scheme to force France to make ter- 
ritorial concessions in West Africa. 


In short, the object was purely, predatory. The peace of Europe 


was wantonly disturbed^that Germany might grab more territory be- 
longing to her neighbors. She did not -yvant Agadir, but she took 
it because it commanded British trade routes and a sea approach to 
-French dominions in North Africa. That explains why France and 
England are resisting in concert, with Russia standing in an attitude 
cf sympathy. 


Whether Von Kiderlen-Waechter will succeed in playing the: 


part of bully and marauder in European politics is problematical. 
He may bring on a generalwar. by his efforts to blackmail other 
nations, and then again he may bring on a. coaliiio'n against Ger- 
many that will curb German power and pull a few feathers out of 
German prestige. The sentiment of the civilized world is opposed 
to such tactics as he is adopting. He is banking -on the general 
repugnance to war, and therefore is playing the "strong man" game 
on a theory that may fail him at any time. 


Germany's swollen pride'offends Russia. Germany bars Russia's 


advance to the open sea on the north, while Germany's ally, Austria, 
-bars Russia's advance to the -Mediterranean on the south. The Slav 
is confronted by the German clear across Europe, and the Slav 


-•-.dpes not want the German to grow stronger. 
For that reason 


•Russia is anxious to see Germany checked and humbled in the Mo- 
rocco affair. 
Checked she. has been already,-and the "second'Bis- 


marck" may find that he is no .more'a man of blood and iron than 
Louis Napoleon was a real successor to the great Corsican, his uncle. 
Bismarck remapped Europe and carried the balance of power from 
Paris to Berlin, from the west to" the east bank of'the Rhine, but the 
balance of power has shifted many times between the Seine and the 
•Danube, and it is not impossible',that it may shift again'.

1875 till 1893. He served on the Ways^and Means Committee, of 
which he was once chairman, and figured prominently in the tariff 
debates during the administrations of Hayes, Arthur, Cleveland and 
Harrison. He was an able man of fine character and genial attri- 
butes, but when his party broke to pieces and was driven from power 
he found himself in a small minority that was even more hateful to 
the Bryanized majority than Republicans of the straightest sect. Vir- 
tually he was a man without a party from the time-Bryan was nomi- 
nated to the day of his death. Early in 1908 he gave out one political 
utterance that illustrated his views and political wisdom* "Bryan 
will be nominated again and of course will be defeated," he said, 
adding that he would take no* p_art in the- campaign. 


While he was active in public life Mr. Mills was a poor man, but 


oil discoveries on his farm in Navarro county, Texas, made him a 
comfortable fortune and his later years were passed in easeful re- 
tirement. He will be remembered as a man of scrupulous integrity 
and consistent views of national policy. He 'was a soldier in the 
Confederate army during the Civil War, and afterward achieved 
eminence as a lawyer in Texas. He was succeeded in the Senate by 
Joseph Weldon Bailey.

the close of his' term in the Senate and has taken practically no part 
in politics since.' His death at an advanced age will recall to the pub- 
lic mind a man of much force and ability who suffered Jrom. one of, 
the ebullitions of popular feeling which not infrequently overturn 
ministries and retire to private life statesmen of eminent talents.

He was a Democrat-of the.old school and stood for free trade.and 
hard money.

previously tried out by other cars. 


Tho accomplishment is by no means 
an "unimportant one. 
Rather it should 
serve to forcibly Illustrate the fact that 
electrics In general have been decidedly 
improved and that this car in particular 
can'hold its own with any, regardless of 
the~ make. 


F?o preparation had "been made by Mr. 


Hinkel. He started out with a full bat- 
tery charge, from THE TRIBUNE build- 
ing.. On. .the run down an average from 
twelve to fourteen miles an hour was 
ma<2e. The Garden City 'was reached in 
three hours and a half. - Here the car 
checked In a'-. Letcher's garage. 
After 
a fifteen-minute stop the return trip was 
•undertaken. 
This was mads 
without 


difficulty in lour hours' time. 
Then to 
show that thcr* was power enough re- 
maining- Mr. Hinkel drove around tpwn 
for"five additional miles before retiarning 
to 'the garage. In all eighty-nine miles 
T.-as traveled try the car. 
4. few years back a feat similar to 
this was was really an Impossibility. 
FiBty miles on one charge was consid- 
ered a pretty good feat.

Talking: ye;st«rday on the trip Hinkel 
stated:

The impression generally 


prevails that a. car of this type can trav- 
el -but a limited distance and that out- 
side of travel aboat town It is useless. 
To«offset this idea, and to prove it to be 
untrue I undertook and finished without 
difficulty the Oakland to San Jose and 
return trip and had enough power re- 
maining to travel about the city for more 
than five miles. To further demonstrate 
tho practicability of electrics I expect In 
th« near future to attempt even more 
difficult journeys than the one of the 
past week. Our new cars, some of which
